Roberts Suffers Reverse. 
Winnipeg, July 13," 

London: The latest news from 
Lord Roberts which tells of a fresh 
disaster to the British troops is bit- 
ter disappointment to these who con- 
sidered the war practically over. His 
despatch is dated from Preioriv, July 


12th, and reads as follows: “Enemy 
having railed in their attack upon the 
right rear as mentioned in my iele- 
gram of July 9th, made a determined 
attack up right flank yesterday and 
I regret, to say succeeded in capturing 
Nitral’s Nek, which was garrisoned by 
1. squadron of Scots Greys with two 
guns, a battery of royal artillery and 
five companies of the Lincolnshire 
regiment, Enemy attacked in sap- 
perior numbers at dawn an seizing 
the hills commanding the Nek, they 
brought heavy gun fire to bear upon 
the small garrison. Nitral’s Nek is 
about 18 miles from here near where 
the road crossed Crocodile river. It 
was held by us in order to maintain the 
read and telegraphic communication 
with Rustenburg. The fighting last- 
ed during the day. Before reinforce- 
ments reached the spot the garrison 
had been overpowered and the bulk 
of the Britishers capiured. The cas- 
ualties.were heavy.

War in China, 


Uncertainty about Pekin. 

London, Friday,: A terrible veil of 
silence enshrouds Pekin and there is 
nobody who does not believe that the 
worst has happened. It is taken for 
granted that all the powers have. ex- 
hausted every means to get direct 
news from the legations and the fact 
that their efforts have been in vain 
eaves this the only interpretation. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Mail says that the following story re- 
garding the position at Pekin is 
evidently from Chinese official sources. 
‘The two remaining legations, Brit- 
ish and Russian, were attacked on 
July 6th, Prince Tuan being in com- 
mand. The attackers were divided and 
Tuan commanded the centre. The 
right wing was led by Prince Tsai Yin 
and the left wing by Prince Yin» ‘Lin. 
The reserves were under the command 
of Prince Tsin Yu. The attack com- 
menced with artillery fighting, which 
was severe and lasted until 7 o’clock 
in the morning, at which time both 
legations were destroyed and all for- 
igners were dead. The streets around 

e legations were full of bodies, both 
foreigners and Chinese. Upon hear- 
ing of the attack Prince Ching and 
reneral Wang Wien Sho went to the 

ssistanee of the foreigners, but were 

tnurobered and defeated. Both 
hing and Wang Wen Sho were killed.

The 
rise or fall of the werld’s market 
prices is ‘something that is not under 
the coatrol of goveruments,—and it is

The 
liberal government never claimed—no 
sensible set of men ever did claim— 
that by reducing or increasing the 


tariff on apy article of common world 
supply the world price would be ef- 
fected. The question ts not. Haye 
certain articles increased in price ? 
It. is: Have these articles increased in 
price in Canada out of due proportion 
to the prices elsewhere? If they have 
then we may look in tariff adjustment 
for the cause. The complairt against 
the former higher tariff was not that 
the price was high or low. It was that 
we were paying out of proportion to 
the prices in ather countries—forced 
to do so by the exactions of the tariff. 

The tariff,whether thigh or low does 
not make ithe price of any article high 


or low. It simply adds the duty 
ta the price; and in the caseof 
duties levied according te value—by 


far the largest class—the higher the 
price the greater the amount of duty, 
or thegreater the extra amcunt which 
the consumer has to pay because of 
the duty. 

The duty on hinder twine was 121-2 
per cent. That is on every $100 worth 
of twine imported $12.50 duty had to 
be paid.

Then why not make an 
inerease in the price of the much more 
important article of sugar—the result 
of a foreign combine—also the basis 
of an attack. This surely is a case 
where tariff tinkering could be_ con- 
demned with force and effect. 


The difference between the case of 
the three articles mentioned and sugar 
is that on them the tariff was 
dweed orjbolished while the sugar dut- 
ies!remain about as they were in 96.

HOW NOME GOLD IS FOUND 

The gold in the Nome regicn has So 
far all been obtained from rlacer de- 
posits, which can be conveniently 
grouped as gulch placers, bar placers, 
beach placers, tundra placers, and 
bench placers. During last season on] = 
those of the guiches and beach have 
been important goll producers. No 
facilities were available for exploiting 
the tundra deposits, and the benches 
have not as yet been investigated 

The coarse gold, as far as present|Me 
velopments show, is largely confined 
to the creeks and gulch diggings, rang- 
ing from the size of a pin head {to 
nuggets weighing several ounces. Two 
have been found on Anvil Creek weigh- 
ing 26 to 25 ounces, worth from $300 
to $400. Much of this guich gold is 
about the size of No. 3 shot, (while 
nuggets from one-half to one ounce 
are not uncommon, It is prohable that 
much of the fine gold is lost ‘by the 
more or less primitive method of ex- 
traction now in use. tines 


The gold is usually rounded and of4 
ten smoothly polished, i. e., having a 
waterworn character. Jn color it is 
rather dull and somewhat resembles 
tarnished brass. The nuggets are 
round and subangular,but seldom flat, 
Small vitreous quartz masses are not 
unfrequently found attached to the 
nuggets. 


The creek gold usually occurs on or 
very near bed rock, under a thickness 
offive to eight feet of gravel. Inf{he 
diggings the pay streak is of varying 
thickness, but the gravel usually car- 
riog some gold, or at least good colors, 
from the surface down. The flood 
plain, or grave] deposits of the stream, 
in or beneath which the gold occurs 
measured froin rim rock to rim rock, 
varies from twenty to several hun- 
dred feet in width on different creeks. 


A cross section of the gravels at any 
given point would show the gold not 
evenly distributed, but more or less 
gathered into zones. This pay streak 
usually trends parallel with the creek 
valley, and simply marks an earlier 
channel of the creek, when the gold 
was laid down in its bed. It is mot 
necessarily continuous, but often oc- 
curs in detached pockets, which are 
sometimes very rich.--Mining and Me- 
tallurgical Journal.

The debate oa Mr. Flint’s prohibition 


resolution was resumed on ‘fuesday 
and concluded by a vote eariy cn !Wed- 
nesday morning. The debata was 


lengthy and very little new matter 
was introduced. The. prepositions be- 
fore the House were: 

First—Mt. Flint’s motion in favor 
o2 a Dominion law to enforce prohibi- 
tion in such provinces as might show 
their willingness to adopt it by a‘popul 
lar vote. 

Second.—Mr. McClure’s amendment 
declaring for national prohibition. 

Third.—Mr. Parmelee’s amendment 
to the amendment declaring against 
the present enactment of a prohibi- 
tory law. 

Under the rules, these motions ex- 
hamsted the possibility of alternative 
propositions, and also under the rules 
Mr. Parmelee’s amendment to. the 
amendment declaring against the en- 
actment of prohibition was put first 
to the House, and being carried it ‘dis- 
placed both Mr. McClure’s amendment 
and Mr. Flint’s motion so that they 
were not actually voted on. The vole 
on Mr. Parmelee’s amendmeut stood 
98 for and 41 against. Thi3s amend- 
ment was supported by the premier, 
Hon. Sir Louis Davies, Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing and Hon. Mr. Fisher, of the«governt 
ment.. Mr. Craig, of East Durham, a 
leading sonservative prohibitionist also 
voted for it. 


Clark Wallace, conservative member 


for West York, announced his support 
of prohibition if accompanied with con- 
pensation to the liquor trade, and 


announced bis intention of introducing 
an amendment providing for coumpen- 
pensation, but did not do so. 

Aiter the vote on Mr. Parmelee’s 
motion had been taken a new feature 
was intoduced by Mr. Douglas, liberal 
Assiniboia, who 
moved, Mr. McGregor 
liberal for North Essex, that an addi- 
tion be made ti» Mr. Parmelee’s: mo- 
tion to the effet that it was exped+ 
ient that the Canada Temperance Aci 
be enlarged in its scope and the proy- 
isions for its administration perfected.

“At the plebiscite of 1898 only 
about 23 per cent of the registered 
electors of the Dominion voted for 
prohibition; In the provinces and 
Territories excluding Quebec only 27 
per cent of the registered electors 
voted for prohibition; Thess re- 
suits show that there is not an active 
prohibition sentiment cu!ficiently 
pronounced to justify the expecta- 
tion that a prohibition law could be 
successfully enforced, and that 
therefore in the opinion of this H-use 
sack a prohibitory law should not 
be pea = at present.” 


To which the following was « 
motion of Mr. Douglas: 


“Put inasmuch as it is desirah'e 
that legislation be enacted having in 
view the further restriciion of the 
liguor traffic it is therefore exped- 
ient in the opinion of this House that 
the Canada Temperance Act be en- 
- larged in its scope and the provisions 
of its administration perfected.”

The objections urged against the 
nmendraent of Mr. Parmelee by the 
temperance men who voted against it 
were that it abandoned the principle 
of national or even provincia! prohibi- 
tion, and besides tended to give a 
false complexion to the meaning of the 
vote in favor of Mr. Parme'’ce’s orizin- 
ait amendment. 


Mr .McClure, liberal for Colchester, 
N. S., who is a leading prohibitionist 
and who propo ed the am ndment in 
favor of national prohibition did so not 
because he believed that the vote in 
favor of prohibition was sufficient to 
warrent the introduction of a national 
prohibitory law but simply because he 
believed in the enactment of such a 
law, as a national benefit. He moved 


* 


his motion not so much in the‘expectat 
tion of having it carried es for #he 
purpose of putting on record the peo- 
ple’s representatives on the subject oc 
prohibition, believing that only by the 
election of representatives favorable to 
prohibition could a prohibitery law be 
reasonably expected to be passed or 
enforced.. 

Wednesday’s session was taken up 
with miscellaneous business. A bill in 
connection with the salary of the 
judges in the Northwest, the Yukon 
and the province of Quebec was dealt 
vith. The interest of the Northwest 
in this bill is in its provision for the 
appointment of one of the present five 
judges of the Northwest ‘to the posi- 
tion of chief justice at en increase of 
$1,000 in salary. The present salary 
of the supreme court judges is $4,000 
and the chief will get $5,000. ’ 

The opposition took occasion to dis- 
cuss at considerable length a regu- 
lation which was brought into eifect 
last fall permitting United States 
vessels to carry grain from Fort Wil- 
liam to Eastern Canadian ports. This 
was dove because of the report that 
there was a grain blockade likely _ to 
take place ai Fort William and Cana- 
dian vessels engaged for lake trade 
were taking advantage of this to 
raise their rates beyond a reasonable 
point. The opposition complained very 
greatly that this was an infringement 
on the rizhts of Canadian lake trans- 
port, and would not consider the argu- 
ment that as Canadian lake transport 
was trying to take undue advantage of 
the western grain trade it was neces- 
sary that strong action should be tak- 
en to prevent them from taking that 
trade by the ihrvat. It was argued 
that the Canadian Ailautic railway 
stood to benefit greatly by the admis- 
sion of the United States ships to 
lake trade. it was strange, however.

When this bonus is earn- 
ed the railway will be in the vicinity 
of Prince Albert, which is expected 
to occur in the fall of 1901. There is 
also $75,000 of the amount for 30 tniles 
of the Alberta Railway and Coal Comt 
pany ’s proposed line from the vicinity 
of Lethbridge towards Cardston. This 
is a narrow guage line and thefamount 
is at the rate of $2,500 a niile. Work 
is to be begun within two years from

ing for their respective reserves. Agent 
Begg, of Fort Francis, also sent word 
that the Indians in that loc ality were 
returning home and everything is quiet 
‘there. Some stir caused 
among the Ujpways by the conduct of 
three Indians from Minnesota, who 
crossed the boundary and asked the 
redskins to leave their reserves, stat- 
ing that the white men were soon to 
perish by fire from heaven. Any who 
escaped, they asserted, were to be de- 
sticoyd by a cyclone. The American 
visitors were evidently religious fan- 
atics, and at first their ravings had 
some effect, for a movement began to- 
wards Sabaskarge Bay. Agent Begg, 
however, went among the chiefs and 
warned them not to pay any attention 
to untruths told by Indians from the 
other side, and his warning and advice 
had a good effect and the Canadian 
aborigines quieted down. At one time 
300 Indians from the Soo and Little 
Forks reserves passed Fort Frances in

Tho estimaites,of the department of 
railways and canals ocoupied the prin- 
cipal attention of the House on parts 
of Tuesdey and Wednesday. The 
minister stated that Canada’s canals 
had cost $77,000,000 ex:lusive of the 
Trent Valley, the cost of which com- 
pleted would be about $6,006,000. It 
was further intended i expend about 
$10,000,000 on improveraents on the 
present canals, largely un the Welland 
and Sault.Ste Marie. He gave a very 
lengthy statement regarding the 
position of the Intercolonial and show- 
ed that the gross earnings had increus- 
od from $2,000,066. in 1896 to $3,738,- 
331 in 1898 and ‘ig99. During the cur- 
rent fiscal year which closes on the 
30th inst. he expects a surplus o% the 
earnings over the expenses of $52,- 
006. Compared with the results uader 
the former administration, he pointed 
out that the aggregate of all surplus- 
es from the Intercolonial under the 
lafe administration was $57,517. The 
total capital expenditure on the Inter- 
colonial was. $56,750,000. The minis- 
ter claimed (that the increase of the 
earnings was due largely to the ex- 
tension offthe road to Montreal. While 
the earnings{had increased more la rge- 
iy than j/he expenses, very great im- 
provements had been made in the road 
which is now equal in both freizht and 
passenger service to anything on the 
continent. This improvement in the 
service of the road had also something 
to dofin bringing about the increased 
business. : 

Mr. Powell, of the opposition, went

This the 
lpostmaster-general took’ as an indi- 
cation that the postal deficit would 
disappear entirely within a few years 
if thepiresent administration were con- 
tinued. With the decrease to a penny 
postage the correspondence with Great 
Britain and sher colonies had increased 
150 per remt since 96. The number of 
post offices ‘had been increased 317, 
saving banks, ®3, and individual 
counts in those savings banks, 15,699. 
469 new mnouey order offices had been 
established, and 2640 offices were now 
issuing postal motes, which had been 
introduced jsince'96. Notwithstanding 
the increase pf service the cost was 
$83,162 less tfhan in 96. : 
In the fiebaite that followed the 
dtatement of Ahe positmaster-general, 
Hon. Mr. Foster criticized by pointing 
cut that the postal revenue from the 
Yukon had been credited to the post 
o‘fice department ‘while the expense 
of mail warriage was borne by the 
police department, thereby attempt- 
ing to @iscredit Mr. Mulock’s claim of 
economical management. This// was 
the principal point taken by the op- 
position, who made their general com- 
plaint against the department that 
the mail service was conducted too 
vheafply. While thereis no doubt that 
the postmaster-general .has_ carried 
reonomy to fin extreme if the choice 
lies between economy and past waste 
the public will support economy. It 
is the ‘business of the opposition to 
criticize, but the criticism of the post- 
al department for parsimony rather 
breaks the force of the alternate criti- 
cism of the $56,000,000 estimates. 
The bill respecting the Northwest 
grain trade which caused so much dis- 
cussion in,the Commons was amended 
in tha‘’Senate to provide that when- 
ever an eJevator contains cleaning 
machinery the owner is compelled te 
clean grain Offered at such elevator 
before it js weighed,when requested to 
do so. The tpurposs of this amend#

ment istto do away with the disputes 
which the grain commission of last 
year found to exist very generally 
throuzhout the west as to dockage for 
dirt. If the grain is cleaned before 
being weighed there can be no dispute 
as to (the amount of dirt contained, 
The amendment was introduced by 
Hon. Mr. ‘Scott, secretary of state, 
and was Supported by Senator Perley,

ARRESTED FOR BURGLARY. 


The series of window breakings and 
petty thefts trom the Hudson’s Bay 
Co’s and A. Cristall’s stores culminat- 
ed on Monday when the window ofjthe 
Hudson’s Bay Co’s store was broken 
for the thira time and two tins of 
tobacco stolen.
